This la a gtaat question 
thai the ivniliii<,' public often asks 
nienuilly. at least and ouo that la sel- 
dom aiiswored. Moat people have a 
vaguu Idoa that if a man has written a 
Hiieceasfnl novel his fortoiio In made, 
'i'liey read bis natlie every wbcri'-- in 
the newspapers. luaga/lneH. tuid In 
glaring lellora uiH>n tlio hill boanls of 
tbe elevated atjitiona. Tho fond de- 
lusion that successful authora imII in 
wonlth Is fostered by such Items im 
"Mrs. llornctlha-s been ofToi\id ♦l.'i.tXX) 
U» write a story for tho Lippincotls, " 
or that "Mark Twain ciearod (lOO.UOO 
from tbe aalo of "G^aral Grant's Me- 
moirs.' " A fow authors, and you count 
thorn upon tho fmi^era of one hand, 
do mako big money out of litera- 
ture, but lot us see what the ordinarily 
successful ono makes. In the first 
place tbe answer to the question above 
is that a sale of 6,000 copies is con- 
aidered a very successful ono and that 
a Kale of 'J.IMK) copies pays. We aro 
speiiliiiie now, say, of a cloth-covered 
novel which retails atgl.i 

The entire proceeds, then, M such a 
book will fall considerably litadar $6,000, 
for it must 1)0 romemberod that a gl 
bonk ia not always sold for 100 cents. 
A rimo. novel eoiltalns about 'J.'iO pages, 
or 7."i. Will w "I lls. On a rim^h e^liiiuiti) 
such a book will coat Uio publlshor 
about 30 oonts a copy. This includoa 
composing, printing and binding. The 
outire expenses, liieluiiing a royalty of 
10 per ci'iil to tho author, the usual 
rate, and the advci'li.sing, will amount 
111 ,'.it conla. For this book, which 
costs Ihe publisher 60 conts.ho gots from 
GU lo 06 cants, leaving a proflt to him 
of from 10 to 16 cents. This profit is 
generally Increased somewhat by the 
retail sales at the inibllsl.ing house. 
Publishora are bound— and this is for 
the protection of the,' beolqtO(b«r-tp 
sell a |1 book for %!. Bheugh hooka 
are sold by them at this price to bring 
up the average profit, say to 16 cents. 
Th UB a publisher who sells 6,000 coplus 
of a novel will make about $760 out ol 
tho Iraiwactlon— not a very largo proflt 
lor tho capital Invoaled aiid tho risk In- 
volved. The prollls of the author at 10 
per cent, will ainiiiint to that la to 

sav, he will iilil.'iiii fur his Iiilior of wi-it^ 
ing and revising and his time for which 
be ia not certain of any return, not 
to mention tba mental wear and tear, 
about seven mills a word. Magiiin- 
cent pay, and yot lie is a suecesaful 
author.

One of Its oarltost ar- 
rungemonta wiu aa a sli-pnrt song for 
niun, but it la now giin.-Rillr iu-o< pi.Ml 
that tbla waa (ormad on an original 
aatiooalaoar. "aelaeM aooordlog to 
the ouatom of tbe time aa a beaia for 
harmony." Its character Is purely 
pastoral, suggestive ot shopbords* 
pipoa and birds' notes, that there la a 
veiy XagUah ring about the mualc 
muat ba lUlowed: aa melody, however, 
which indeed Is only to bo expected, it 
bears no compnrisori with thoae of 
more reeont ii:\U:. iinil Is prlnolpally 
int*»restlng u.h Ih-Iii^^ tho cirliost spooi- 
inen attainable o( Eogliah Na- 
tional muaie.

MODERN EXPLOSIVES. 

Aa Ontllaa of Their Rffect on Proaraee and 
Ot'UliMloa. 

Though gunpowder has exerted so 

wide an intlnonce, its adoption marks 
a dlst-iiu't advanCAi in the projjress of 
man, fur, with tlic obvious exception of 
heat, it waa tha flnt initanea in which 
man bent a subtle and Invisible foroe to 
do his work, and he thereby greatly 
enhanced his own i>owor. How great 
this gain Is may best be realized when 
we learn that a pound of gunpoif(tor Is 
theoretically capable of doing 486 foot 
tons of work or exerting 32,8 horso- 
power, and that aaa modern high-power 
gun requires for each charge 850 pounds 
of powder, tho llioorotical efficiency of 
Its charge is 27,710 horse-power. Only 
a oivlllaed people eould ooaatruot and 
properly employ so enormbua and yet 
nice a weapon: and it is not surprising 
that tho raees who pofiscss it should 
maintain their Hupreinacy, Willi the 
present century there came a fr^ab de- 
velopment in exp'osives, and this time 
the discoveries resulted during the 
study of the science of elienilstry. one 
of the sehiiiees which had <;rown up 
under the freedom wlileh i:iiiipnwder 
bud brought. In IHOO Howard dLscov- 
ered mercury fulminate, in UM Sohon- 
bela dlaoovered gun-cotton, hi 1846 So- 
bero discovered nltro-glycerine. In 1866 
Nobel discovered dynnmllc. and since 
then, esperially during the last decade, 
there have b>'on discovered or devised 
a great number of explosive compounds 
or mixtures. Kuch of those mentioned 
Is vastly more powerful than gun-pow 
der, but thus far they have played little 
or no part In war. However, 
the knowledge which has been 
gained of tbahr properties had the 
progress whieh bai been made ia ap- 
plying them, especially as chargoa for 
shell, lead to the boliel that they will 
be used with groat olIeGl in future wars 
and will cause a revolution In the pre- 
vailing systems of fortiflcatloiu and 
methods ol warfare. But it is not in 
war only that gunpowder has played 
tin Iniiiortant part, for It has bedn of 
immense nssistanco to man in tbo arts 
and industries. No one can gaze with- 
out autprlie on those stupendous works, 
the temples and tombs, tho aqueduoU 
nncl vli\cliii'i.i, which pxlit In the East; 
and tJii^ ^,l;■lM■i>e 1), ruiiie-^ amazement 
when wo loam llial tho enormoua 
lilcekH whteb form theee structurea 
were quarried with lever and wedge. 
Such simple tools, together with the 
slow and laborious system of "flro- 
sottlng." constituted the only means 
employed In excavating, and in such 
mining operations as were carried on 
until 1618, when Martin WelgU. tbe 
mine superintendent at Freiberg, 
brought gunpowder Into use for this 
purpoee. Aa it has been found, from a 
large number of observations on va- 
rious materials, that one pound of pow- 
der will displace S2.833 pounds of 
material, wo see what aa improv»- 
ment was wrought in the arts of min- 
ing and quarrying; and when we con- 
sider wliat hardships the miner must 
have endured under the barbarous sys- 
tem of "flre-saltlng," the dvilixing in- 
fluenoe of tlw introduction of this store- 
house of energy becomes apparent 
But the Improvement must have 
been as noticeable In another 
direction, for, tho much greater ease 
with which both tbe precioua and the 
useful metala oould ba won with thia 
agent, must have ao cheapened their 
cost and increased tho available supply 
aa to have greatly hastened and ex- 
tended their usea As in mining so in 
engineering operations, gnn^powder 
bos been of Immense assistance, and It 
is especially in these two fields that 
the modem high explosives havo been 
empbiyed. If, as is generally licliovcd. 
our modern elvi]i/.iilinii i.., lar;;ely de- 
pendent for its existence on ready 
means of eommunioation and easy eoin- 
meroial Intercourse with all its purui, 
then explosives and espoeially the high 
explosives havo eontributod largely lo 
Hccura these results; for without them 
the mountains tint barred our paaaage 
on land would never have been tunnel- 
ed and the obstructions which endan- 
gered our passage on tho water oould 
never havo been removed. How largo 
a force has been drawn eii for thl.iwork 
is shown in the single example of Hell 
Gate, where in tbe fint shot the obarga 
possessed a theoretical effldeney of S,- 
H2.S.750 horao power, and in the second, 
llj,;l2l,27,"» hor.so power-. Certainly 
there must have t>c.*n an immense ad- 
vaaaa In civiUxation when man by a 
tooob ol tbe flngor can put into oper^ 
tions forces as mighty as these. — Chau- 
tauquan.

So fhr aa the simple principle ol 
ventilation la eoneerned It ia urged that 
the btilldini; of one largo main flue, 
into which all branehoa are carried di- 
rect from each floor or apartment, ia 
the only true and safe method by which 
preaenl evils can be overoome, and tbe 
Innga bo spared from tho poisonous 
goaes they are now forced to inhale, the 
fact liolng w-ell eslubllRlied that no gases 
are more poisonous than those of aul- 
phuretad hydrogen orooalgaa when 
permeating a dweltUig.^K. T. Sun.
